On Friday, the 17th of July,

Signs announcing "Fidel - Don't Go" appeared on 
busses and street corners. By 1:00 P.M. it was announced that

URBUTIA, in 1953, 
had been one of the judges who, against the power of BATISTA, 
had come to the defense of CASTRO.

for a short period of time. The Havana Riviera Hotel and Casino 
in which MKYERr LANSKY , New York Top Hoodlum, is a large investor, 
is a good example of the problems which the hotels and casinos 
now face. During May and June, 1959, this hotel lost over one- 
half million dollars. Even with a prospective government loan / 
of almost two million dollars, sources in the hotel advise that 
it will have to close in December, 1959, and default on the loan.

According to this source, the "Ley Fundamental" is 
actually based on the Consititution of 1940 but, of course, has 
several changes in line with revolutionary ideas. 



The Preamble of the Con^rbiution of 1940 is as follows: 

"We, the Delegates of the people of Cuba, gathered 
in Constitutional Convention for the purpose of 
endowing it with a new Fundamental Law that may 
consolidate its organization as an independent 
and sovereign State, fit to insure liberty and 
justice, to maintain order, and to promote the 
general. welfare, do agree upon, invoking the 
grafce of God, the following Constitution:" 

The Preamble of the "Ley Fundamental" is as follows: 

’.'Doctor Manuelr^rrutiartfUeo, President of the 
*' Republic of Cuba, Make known: That the Council 

of Ministers has agreed and I have approved 
the following: 

"The Revolutionary government, fulfilling its 
duties to the people of Cuba, interpreting the 
will and feeling of the same and faced with the 
undeferable necessity of agreeing upon and 
making viable adequate legislation in order to 
make possible the fulfillment of the actions 
that the Revolution imposes, making use of the 
full powers with which it has been invested, 
agrees unanimously to approve, ratify, and 
promulgate the following Fundamental Law:"

tremely wealthy, and a good deal of seasonal starvation. But 
Fidel Castro, having damned both houses and believing it (he 
believes almost everything he says, passionately), leaves Com- 
munist representatives untouched, even favored, while Capital- 
ism's representatives, including those who supported him and 
foughjSgatista^ have taken one penalty, sacrifice and beating 
after pother frok-tfie^Bgvolut ionary government. This is but 
one of the many complicated aspects of Fidel. 


His capacity to lead, his imagination as a military revo- 
lutionary figure have attributes of sheer genius. His capacity 
to govern, to shape and control the affairs of his state and -of 
the economy is untutored, uninspired. and mediocre. 

One certainty is that he is not an image that can be seen 
clearly through the window of Soviet conspiracy. Fidel’s iden- 
tification with the poor of Cuba is in profound contrast to 
the sophisticated, cynical exploitation of difficulty by -the 
Communists. 

Another certainty is that Cuba — and much of the rest of 
Latin- America — will never again be what it was before Castro. 


To understand the Revolution and where it will go now 
you must understand not only Fidel, the quixotic idealist, ’the 
. son who still hates the memory of his sugar-land-owning father, 
but also the character, the background and the loyalties of the 
key figures in top Cuban positions today.

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At the point when Cuba's top income-producing industry really 
starts to sag, Castro will face an even more difficult situation 
than today — with construction presently down some 50%, new 
business investment off 75%, and tourism — Ho. 2 cash-earning 
industry — reduced to a trickle. ^ 

The hope in Washington is that, as the economic difficul- 
ties mount, men of more practical business experience will be 
looked to for the first time. Several large U.S. companies are 
counting on this already, with fingers crossed. Having made 
private arrangements assuring the non-hostility of the Cuban 
government, they are continuing their investments and operations 
in Cuba. 


The State Department is conducting very private dealings 
looking to some modification of the Land Reform program that 
would mak e it more palatable to moderates. One possibility is 
a promise of U.S. economic aid in return for an increase in the 
price to be paid for the confiscated estates and ranches. ? . 
Washington is pressing Castro to pay at the actual value rather 
than the artificially low assessment value. 

In business terms, the very fact of instability makes cer- 
tain Cuban properties and opportunities a bargain now — for 
those willing to take a calculated risk. One basic damper will 



remain on U.S. sales in Cuba: Everywhere you go on the Island 

you are surrounded by the new "Buy-Cuban" campaign. Virtually 
all American companies selling the Cuban mass market now em- 
phasize either the manufacture of their product on Cuban soil, or 
the amount of Cuban employment they sustain. For other companies, 
the going will be relatively difficult for a jconsidersfble 
interval. J 


It is important not to misinterpret the "position of 
patience" Washington is now following. It has its limits, and 
they are clearly drawn in the State Department — and in the 
Pentagon. Basically, the U.S. will' act if and whenever there 
is any danger to the missile-tracking stations and other military 
installations maintained in the hemisphere. There have already 

been movements of U.S. ships to areas that might be sensitive 

though these moves have been described as trips to vacation 
waters for the personnel. 


Where Cuba Is Heading . . . 


1. Further economic decline is certain. .. the sugar crop 
will be more difficult to harvest next year, despite the post- 
ponement of the redistribution of sugar property. But widespread 
reports to the contrary, no amount of economic difficulty, in 
the coming year will unseat Fidel . 


2. A Soviet-dominated gov't on our doorstep is improbable . 

A conflict between Fidel’s 26th-of-July Movement and the Com- 
munists is likely w hen the economic pinch is really felt. But 
our estimate is whether for reasons of brotherly 

loyalty or wise strategic judgment, while differing periodic- 
ally with Fidel, will not break with him completely. 

3. Pressed by^|^^and the other radicals, Fidel will move 
further leftward for the next 6 months or so . This means more 
violent anti-Americanism, more wild statements. But it does not 
mean that more sweeping economic decrees are in the making. Our 
judgment is that the main economic pieces in the Revolution are 
already on the table, although political and military adven- 
tures to come remain unpredictable.

On 8-12-59 there was mad^ available to this office 
on a circulating basis a copy of a Confidential" Memorandum 
of Conversation dated 7-22-59, which conversation was held 
between Spanish Ambassador to the United States JOSE DE AREILZA 
and Mr. RAYMOND A. VALLIERE of the Department of State. The 
memorandum reported that Mr» VALLIERE had discussed with the 
Spanish Ambassador the application for a U.S. visa made by 
former Cuban President FULGENCIO BATISTA, presently in the 
Dominican Republic. 

According to the memorandum, the Spani shv Ambassador 
advised Mr. VALLIERE that the Spanish Government is considering 
the possibility of permitting BATISTA to go to Spain. He added 
that the ex-President of Cuba had been a friend of Spain and 
his present situation in the Dominican Republic is an uncomfort- 
able one. He said that he thought something might be arranged 
whereby BATISTA would be permitted to reside quietly in the 
Canary Islands but, of course, keeping himself clear of any 
political activity. The Ambassador ended by stating that he X ... N 
had no assurance that the Spanish Government would react 
favorably but that it was seriously considering BATISTA’S case. /
